that I owed some return to this in- 
dustry. " 


In this brief, matter-of-fact fash- 


ion, A. H. Morgan of Rialto, presi- 
dent of the San Bernardino county 
Fruit Growers' Exchange, explained 
the motives which prompted him to 
confer a gift conservatively estimat- 
ed at $1,000,000, on the citrus fruit 
growers of California and the nation 
generally. 


This gift in the form of a new 


process developed by Mr. Morgan 
to prevent decay of oranges and 
lemons, was bestowed just recently 
with a mere announcement by Mr. 
Morgan that it was free to any citrus 
"rower who desired to use it. 


However, in sp 
of the casual 


manner in which the gift was made, 
citrus growers are hailing it as a 
vital contribution to the industry. 


ALREADY PUT IN USB 


Scores of shippers have already 


begun preparations to use the new 
process, dedicated to the industry 
at a time when it was heavily hit 
by a ruling of the federal 
courts 


that the old. so-called borax process 
was privately owned and that they 
would have to pay a 3-cent box roy- 
alty for its use. 


Mr. Morgan has been notified that 


two dozen packing houses in northern 
California have established his pro- 
cess under the direction of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
and. the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange. 


Asked how he happened to donate 


the valuable formula to the industry, 
a quiet smile and shrug was his an- 
swer. 


"Well, the 
industry 
gave me 


everything I own in the world to- 
day. It is entitled to some return 
from me. I knew the value of the 
process, of course, but felt also that 
I owed this service to the citrus in- 
dustry. 


"I have found this process to be 


an efficient and inexpensive means 
of controlling decay, and I am sim- 
ply passing it on. Its use will de- 
termine its merit. 


"The process ha? been extensive- 


ly tested and found to be effective 
in every case. A shipment of fifty 
ovanges, treated under Mr. Morgan's 
formula, was sent around the world. 
The oranges were handled some five 
hundred 
times 
in 
transit. 
Four 


months later the last of the fifty 
oranges tested was returned to Mr. 
Morgan in perfect condition.

San Gabriel Valley at Christmastime— 


When the rain-clouds cleared a few days ago, the 


Sierra Madre mountains above the valley were revealed 
in a new mantle of snow—miles of tumbled ranges, blan- 
keted in white. 


The clear air after the storm gave opportunity for the 


feeling that one might walk a short distance and be in the 
midst of this piled-up snow, but many miles actually inter- 
vene. "Old Baldy," crowned and cloaked like,a gigantic 
Santa Claus, rises' 10,280 feet above the sea, or nearly two 
miles in height, but seemingly a few miles distant. And 
all the company of sister peaks—Hawkins, Islip, Lowe, 
Wilson—old Mount San Gorgonio and San Jacinto, show- 
ing their heads but little lower than San Antonio in a long 
and jumbled bulwark stretching along the northern and 
northeastern and northwester]* horizon, as wintry a scene 
as one may witness anywhere in the world. 
,,^^0 beneath them, in this valley of the San Gabriel, 
ffijfbirdjs are singing in orange trees and among the pepper 
boughs.. The warm rain rouses the mockingbird to ecstacy. 
TJhe \mfl quail runs in the occasional desert spaces between 
the ranks of groves, and in the yards of every home the 
roses and poinsettias give color in contrast to the shimmer- 
ing white of the mountain peaks. Among it all none so 
beautiful and graceful as the drooping pepper trees, some- 
what remindful of the weeping willow, and covered, at this 
time of year,-with the red berries that splash vivid color in 
the green of the foliage. 


The oranges are ripening, filling the dark green-of the 


groves with an arresting color. 
The lombardy poplars 


along the streams that striate the valley are touched with 
-yellow'and faint orange, with leaves falling in showers, 
reminiscent of autumn in some distant, colder land. The 
valley setting is all of eternal summer, while the Christmas 
spirit harks back to the traditional background of crisp 
air and crackling snow. 


This is the Christmas scene in the San Gabriel, valley 


and over the southland, surprisingly different from the 
scenes in most of the territory of the world where the 
Savior's birth is re-enacted and celebrated. But it is a 
setting almost identical with that which greeted the Babe 
of Bethlehem in that far City of PayidL The country of 
Palestine is more rugged and desolate than-K -tharW'South- 
ern California, but the climate is about the same, lying 
thirty-three degrees north of the meridian, with chill nights 
over the hills of Judea, and warm days along the shores of 
the Mediterranean sea. 
Some of our early varieties of 


fruit came from the land of the Savior's birth, the Jaffa 
orange, and our roadways are lined with the pommegran- 
ite, at home both here and in the Holy Land. 


Christmas finds us this year with many things of which 


to be thankful, and reasons for real joy in the heart. An'1 
not the least, by any means, when joys are counted, is the 
fact that by some special providence we are permitted to 
live in this incomparable land. 


A New Era Dawns— 


United States Senator DuPont has been fitted with a 


mechanical larynx, after losing his voice. His speech is 
understandable', with excellent carrying power, dispatches 
say, and aside from a tinge of harshness, is a perfectly good 
voice for senatorial forensics. 


In this triumph of science, we see a great reform roll- 


ing over the country, and one which is to bring about a 
control of congress of a revolutionary nature, certain to be 
of vast benefit, in fact, far-reaching and incalculable in its 
benefits. In electing United States senators we can insist 
that, the natural larynx be removed just before they leave 
for Washington, substituting the mechanical device. At 
time-s when they develop symptoms of a filibuster, consti- 
tuents can demand and receive the mechanical larynx, hold- 
ing same until the senator is needed for legitimate business, 
when it can be presented, or mailed to him. 


The possibilities are limitless. It would establish the 


first adequate control ever devised over the congressional 
record, excepting where "leave to print" is asked. 
Speeches in defense of the constitution, delivered on _the 
floor as time fillers, could be reduced to the irreducible 
minimum. The presiding officer might be empowered to 
demand the senator's larynx at any time it seemed neces- 
sary to choke off debate.

radio bore. But what a boon it would be if it were possible 
to jerk a man's larynx at the moment when his alloted time 
for speaking had expired! 
This new invention—there 


ought to be millions in it. 


Our Principality— 


Only eleven states in the union have greater assessed 


wealth than has the county of Los Angeles alone, says 
Frank V. Stump, editor of "Southern California Business," 
official magazine of the Los Angeles chamber of commerce, 
in the current issue of that publication. The assessed 
wealth of Los Augers county alone is ^5,98'.:),73;5-,814. Only 
one other county in the United States has greater assessed 
value—New York—while the actual valuation of Cook 
county, including Chicago, according to figures from 
Illinois state officials, is $3,904,073,9:18. The total valuation 
as given for San Francisco county is $1.978,653,904. 


These figures are for Los Angeles county alone. If the 


total for the eleven counties of Southern California were 
taken it would be something near $8,000,000,000, and this 
would be greater than the valuation of any whole state in 
the union with the exception of three. But since the actual 
value is not available for all the Southern California coun- 
ties, the figures have been confined to Los Angeles county, 
which as shown, surpasses all but eleven states. 


Figures show that the actual valuation in Los Angeles 


county is approximately oue-forty-eighth of the total for 
the entire United States.

Icommission is now ready to offer a 
road map containing every project 
contemplated in this area. 


That the work of obtaining rights 


of way on the principal projects is 
at all times accompanied by difficul- 
ty, and therefore slow in accomplish- 
ment, was the.f rank statement of the 
executive secretary, but he pointed 
out that nearly all property-holders 
are impressed with the need for road 
development, aud for the most part 
are cooperating. The main difficulty 
lies in a coordination of all the plans, 
he said, and this is a matter to be 
settled by constant application. The 
county officials in all departments 
affected are ' cooperating in a splen- 
did manner, he said. 


AEBOW ROUTE MOVING 


That part of the Arrow highway 


represented by Las Tunas drive in 
the town of Temple is definitely 
Hearing the point where a resolution

Plans and specifications are complete 
to Peck road, and appraisal work is 
nearly done, the district assessment 
map being nearly complete.

SURVEY HILL EOUTE 


On Monday, December. 5, a survey 


was ordered by the supervisors of 
the hill route from La Verne, via 
Mountain Meadows club to a con- 
nection with Pomona boulevard, and 
with the Holt avenue-Garvey avenue 
road, and also of a route through the 
San Jose hills from Nelson avenue, 
Puente.-to Holt avenue. 


On Arroyo Drive, south of Covina,

Pomona boulevard through 
Puente is now open under the new 
improvement from the San Gabriel 
river to Puente. 


The state highway commission has 


now completed its right of way on 
tho Foothill boulevard from Monro- 
via to Azusa, and is now awaiting 
orders to proceed with contracts. 


RETAIN ENGINEERS 


Tho firm of Olmstead & Gillellan 


has been retained by the San Gabriel 
Development association in a con- 
sulting capacity. The services of 
properly qualified private engineers 
are to be recognized by the board of 
supervisors, according to an agree- 
ment just reached. This means that 
projects placed in the hands of .this 
firm will receive prompt recognition 
by the supervisors. 


ADVANCE MAJJY PEOJECTS 
A check of all projects in the 


valley reveals that twenty-five roads 
have been ordered, and are in var- 
ious stages of progress. Other out- 
standing projects in addition to these 
are San Gabriel boulevard, Baldwin 
avenue, Maine street extension, Sun- 
set avenue, Live Oak avenue, and 
Huntington Drive. A total of sixty 
petitions have been issued by the 
department, and are in 
various 


stages or circulation in their respec- 
tive districts. 


The general map of the San Gab- 


riel valley, showing all road projects, 
is to be issued by the county plan- 
ning commisaion, and will soon be 
available. This map will be reduced 
iu size for the pm®oae ; of, • general, 
circulation, and imeetings will be 
held in all parts of the district for 
the purpose of discussing its revis- 
ion. The map will serve as a foun- 
dation upon which to work for an 
accepted plan. It is probable that 
some proposed roads will be elimin- 
ated, arid others suggested. This is 
a matter for the citizens in all com- 
munities to decide. 


At the meeting Friday night, a 


discussion was participated in con- 
cerning tho metropolitan sewer dis- 
trict, and it was the opinion that, in- 
asmuch as the proposed district will 
probably be dissolved, it will be the 
better course to wait for the reform- 
ing of the district before any fur- 
ther attention is paid to it.

SAN GABRIEL DAM CASE HITS 


ANOTHER LEGAL SNAG; JUDGES 
DISQUALIFIED-RESET TO JAN. 5 


High dam-low dam preliminaries, 


scheduled to be fought out in the 
superior court in Los Angeles this 
week, got off to a false start, adding 
one more delay to the long series of 
obstacles that have hindered the let- 
ting of a contract on the San Ga- 
briel dam. 


Proponents of the high dam and 


proponents of the low dam marshal- 
ed forces in the courtroom of Judge 
Montgomery, armed with voluminous 
data and girded to hold the line 
against all comers if it took all win- 
ter, but it developed that the judge 
was doubtful whether he was quali- 
fied to^it, anjLftgps upon the evi- 
dence. It.-was--rev;ealed "that at. one 
time in his career he had become a 
dues-paying member <>f the Califor- 
nia Taxpayers' association, the or- 
ganization that is fighting the build- 
ing of the high. dam. While he had 
difficulty in recalling the fact that 
he was a member of that organiza- 
tion, he felt that it might work to 


disqualify him as an impartial ar- 
biter of the high-dam, low-dam, no- 
dain 'controversy. The judge passed 
the buck to Judge Price, and the 
new judge, after taking one look 
at the two opposing forces drawn up 
in battle array, began to remember 
that at one time some of his rela- 
tives had owned, or still owned prop- 
erty in the San Gabriel valley. He 
begged to be excused, and gracefully 
faded from the picture. 


This left the situation in status 


quo. It was decided to postpone ev- 
erything until January .when it is 
anticipated that aoniq judge Srom a 
distance will be called in to umpire 
the famous flood control fracas.
